Pro-Trump rioters attack Capitol as vote certifying 
Biden election victory is delivered to Congress

It was an eruption of anarchy aimed 
at the heart of American democracy. 

As Congress met in joint session to 
affirm Joe Biden’s election victory, sup- 
porters of defeated President Donald 
Trump ran amok, rioted, stormed the 
U.S. Capitol and drove Democrats and 
Republicans from the House and Senate 
floor in what many lawmakers regarded 
as an attempted coup, an assault on the 
democratic process and an interna- 
tional humiliation. 

Even some Republicans viewed the 
mob violence that overwhelmed police 
as a stain on the Trump presidency 
that was fueled by the efforts of the de- 
feated president and some of his con- 
gressional supporters to overturn Bi- 
den’s election. 

“I mean, this is banana republic shit. 
That’s where we ate,” said U.S Rep. Mike 
Gallagher, R-Wisconsin, speaking to a 
Milwaukee Journal Sentinel reporter by 
telephone from his congressional office 
as demonstrators broke into the Capitol. 

“It is beyond shocking. This is the 
type of stuff I saw in Iraq when I de- 
ployed,” said Gallagher, who served in 
the Marine Corps. 

He later issued an appeal on Twitter 


have got to stop this. You are the only 
person who can call this off ... The elec- 
tion is over. Call it off.” 

Biden himself asked Trump to “step 
up,” calling the riot an insurrection and 
a “dark moment” for the country. 

“This is not dissent, it’s disorder, it’s 
chaos, it borders on sedition,” said the 
president-elect, who will be inaugu- 
rated Jan. 20. “Enough is enough.” 

When Trump did speak in a video 
message shortly before 3:30 Central 
Time Wednesday afternoon (a few 
hours after the first security barriers 
were breached), he told his supporters 
to go home while at the same time 
stoking their outrage, claiming falsely 
one more time that he was cheated out 
of his re-election. 

“I know your pain. I know your 
hurt,” Trump told his supporters. “We 
had an election that was stolen from us 
.. but you have to go home now. We 
have to have peace. We have to have 
law and order ... we can’t play into the 
hands of (the other side). We have to 
have peace. So, go home.” 

Twitter announced Wednesday 
evening that it had required the re- 
moval of three of the president’s 
tweets posted earlier in the day, “For 
repeated and severe violations of our 
Civic Integrity policy,’ adding that as 
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Trump supporters enter the U.S. Capitol as tear gas fills the corridor on
